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Let's Take a Look at Prejudice 


Students, teachers and parents throughout California 
will celebrate Public Schools week beginning Monday. It is 
altogether fitting that one week be put aside to pay homage 
to the schools of the state and the nation, because good, 
free schools are the backbone of a free society. 

Californians are fortunate beeause they have one of 
the best public school systems in the United States and in 
the world. California is not faced with the desegregation 
problem that is plagueing the south because schools in this 
state have been open to the people of all races, creeds, and 
colors for years. 

Perhaps Public Schools week would be a good time, 
however, to look at the status of racial) equality in educa- 
tien both in California and in the rest of the United States. 

Progress toward desegregation in the south has been 
slow and inconsistent at best. The public demonstrations in 
such towns as Clay, Kentucky are well known blots on the 
American democratic record. 

But before Californians begin to act to smug about 
their traditionally free schools, perhaps they should look 
at their record of racial intollerance. 

The Jim Crow laws of national fraternities are well 
known to most students. Although Sacramento State Col- 
lege is fortunate in having no such restrictions, most other 
colleges in this state do. 

The undemocratic restrictions placed on fraternity and 
sorority membership in this state prompted a California 
legislator, Asserx>lyman Edward Elliott (D-Los Angeles) 
to introduce a bill prohibiting the use of public facilities by 
groups which practice discrimination, 

Almost as soon as this “little FEPC law” landed in the 
legislative hopper, representatives for fraternities and sor- 
orities began deluging Elliott with protests. They com- 
plained that this gill would “outlaw fraternities on state 
college campuses.” This was not the intent of the law at all. 
Elliott's reasons for introducing the bill was to effect a 
desegregation in California colleges. He cid not want to run 
fraternities off the campuses. He just wanted them to prac- 
tice a little democracy—and if they will not agree to that, 
he at least wanted to withdraw state support from the 
program. 





Express Your Opinion -- Vote 


Today is a day of decision for Sacramento State College 
students. It is the day they will select the leaders who will 
run their student association next year. It is also the day 
they will show whether they really want a democratic stu- 
dent government. 

The officers of the Associated Students manage student 
affairs for a whole year. They have discreation not only 
over the activities on campus but over mandatory donation 
of $80 from each student as well. That student money en- 
trusted to the ASSSC officers totaled over $50,000 last year 
alone, 

Student officers are not responsible to the voters because 
they seldom if ever run for reelection. There is no real 
way, then, for the students to discipline poor leaders, so it 
is imperative to select good ones the first time. 

Every student has the duty and the privilege to vote 
for his choice at today’s election. However, past perform- 
ances indicate that only a small minority of the students 
care enough to exercise that right. For this reason, the 
election will probably be dominated by an organized stu- 
— minority rather than the unorganized majority of stu- 

nts. 

It need not be that way. If every student on campus 
voted in today’s election, the result might be quite different. 
The elected officers would be responsible to the student 
body as a whole—not beholden to the small clique that 
elected them. 

Democracy and good government on this campus are 
literally hanging in the balance. Don’t pase up your right 
to speak your vote!

When a college group does Shakespeare almost anything 
tan happen. And the “anything” that happens in the Sac- 
ramento State College production of The Taming of the 
Shrew is a very pleasant surprise.

Board Bil 


Administrative policy for Sac- 
ramento State CoHege and her 
nine sister institutions will con- 
tinue to be made by the state 
board of education for at least 
the next two years. 

The assembly education com- 
mittee made that decision Mon- 
day when it killed proposed legis- 
lation establishing a board of 
governors for the state colleges. 

The proposal, authored by As- 
semblyman Bruce F. Allen (R- 
San Jose), was sent to an interim 
committee. That group will re- 
port back in two years 
Dr. J. Burton Vasche, the state 
colleges chief for the state de- 
partment of education, led the 
opposition to the bill. He said 
the board of education was “will- 
ing to give all the time necessary 
to the colleges.” 

Other witnesses who appeared 
in opposition to the bill included 
the president of the board of 
education and the president of 
San Francisco State College and 
San Jose State College 

Allen explained his bill was 
“based entirely om the recom- 
mendations of a two year study 
of higher education which re- 
ported to the legislature during 
the last session 

He said the board of education 
had “not given sufficient time to 
study the problems of the state 
colleges.” 

“The present system leads to 
unsound administration,” Allen 
said 

Alten read a letter from the 
council of division heads at Fres- 
no State College in support of his 
bill. He also quoted Dr. T R 
McConnell, the chief consultant 
for the study that led to the bill, 
who said the board of governors 
was “imperative” to the admini- 
stration of the colloges 

A representative of the Cali- 
fornia Teachers association also 
spoke for the bill,
